On January 12th in Oxford, Mississippi, Mrs. Bill Potts learned 
»that her husband was to undergo a serious operation after an ac- 
cident and she was faced with getting word to the victims brother. 
She knew only that he was driving a truck somehwere in Florida 
and that ne had a CB radio. 

She appealed to a local amateur radio operator, Loren Hunter, 
WASOKI. Loren is a disabled veteran and was familiar with the 
Northern Florida Phone Net which meets daily at 6:30 p.m. 
Eastern Time on 3.950 Khz. 

“So I got on the radio about 6:30 and gave the hams in Florida the 
information I had,” said Loren. At least 6 NFPN members in 
various parts of the Northern Florida section took down the in- 
formation which was somewhat sketchy and relayed it to REACT 
chapters. 

‘Within 30 minutes the trucker had been located and was on the 
telephone to Oxford. While it is not certain how the message got to 
the trucker, it is sure that amateur radio along with REACT played 
the major role in contacting the man. Among those making coritact 
with their local REACT chapters and area truckstops were: Clyde 
Lee, N4PL of Holly Hill; Bud Barnes, N4BZH of Jax; Bill Bready, 
KC4MM of New Port Richey; Ken Tolliver, KC4QY of Lady Lake; 
Don, KA4DBZ and John Hills, KC4N of Tallahassee. Bonnie Sigler, 
WB4PGB of Kinard was instrumental in the relay and Junior, 
KY4F of Orlando was NCS. 

An article was published in the Oxford Eagle daily newspaper 
reporting the work of the amateur operators and REACT people.

He obviously has his mind made up and there is nothing to be 
gained by trying to changeit. s : 
With regard to Frank Shannon’s (K4GT) editorial in the April issue of Fla. Skip, I am in 
general agreement. I have known Frank for some time. The first time was in a semi- 
official capacity when the RACES program started. He was interested in the public 
service programs of amateur radio at that time and from his article “Tampa’s State 
Fair’’, also in the April issue, he is still involved. I am certain that anyone criticizing 
Frank takes this into consideration and compares it with his own commitment to our 
ograms. 
Prank: wisely, does not approve of all ARRL activities. I believe that I am in the same 
category. I was very critical of the QST editoria! announcing the incentive licensing 
program. It was poorly written and probably caused more dissention among ARRL 
members than anything that has happened before or since. However, it must be pointed 
out that the proposal for incentive licensing came from the FCC. ARRL might have 
championed it but it was the FCC who issued the proposal and givited comments. There 
were some things about the proposal that I did not like and I wrote the FCC and said so.

I do 
have to admit that this proposal did cause me to upgrade my license from Advance to 
Extra at that time! ote 
Most, if not all, anticipated changes in FCC regulations come out first in the form of a 
proposal with comments requested. It makes no difference whether or not the proposal 
was instigated by ARRL, Electronics Industries Association or some other organization, 
or by an individual. If a radio amateur objects toa proposal then it is up to him to write the 
FCC and say so.  - 3 
My hat is off to Frank and others like him who spend a lifetime working to promote 
amateur radio while most of us sit back and reap the benefits. Or, in some cases, com- 
lain !

DX WITH W4MB 

Its fall again, and the DX contest season is here. Daytona Beach 
hasn’t been too active in contests, but perhaps someone would like 
to try. Here are some hints on showing up will — or even winning if 
you really work at it and have a little luck. 

First, pick your contest carefully. If you have an iron physique, 
and don’t get sleepy, the 48 hours continuous contests are fine — if 
you have all that time. To show up well in multi-band contests, you 
must have a good antenna for at least 10 to 80 meters, and you 
should be in fair shape on 6 and 160. If you can’t put out good signals 
on all bands, or you lack time and energy, pick the limited band 
contests, or try for a single-band award. 

Also, prepare for the event. Get the rules, and make sure you 
understand them. Study the propagation forecasts, and spend more 
time watching the bands. If you have equipment, set up a high-band 
monitor — if you can catch a sudden opening, you are way ahead. 

Make up duplicate check sheets. Dupes hurt — not only have you 
lost time, in some contests, too many dupes equals disqualification. 
Get the entry sheets, and make sure you understand them, too. 

Endurance and concentration count. Your own experience is the 
best guide on these. Perhaps you exercise, or perhaps you rest up. 

In the contest itself, sharp operating is a must — the best contest 
operators in the country, or even the world, will be there. A good 
fist, a keyer and/or good clear enunciation are necessities. In most 
contests, multipliers are more important than contacts. Keep track 
of these as you go along. Don’t waste time waiting for a common 
multiplier, though. They will come along. But also, don’t spend too 
much time calling a rare one. If you don’t work him in a few calls, 
move on for five or ten minutes, then come back. Dual VFOs are a 
dig help, as is a digital read out. Hint — if you don’t have this, and 
do have a frequency meter, couple this to the VFO. You don’t have 
to know the frequency — just how to get back to it. 

After the contest, get the logs and entries into shape, and get 
them in well before the deadline. The mail can’t be trusted these 


lays. 
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Then hope.

EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 
By Bruce Lyon, WD4BVO 

Since many emergencies do not conviently occur with a source of 
commercial power close at hand, we need to provide our own 
power. In selecting a source of emergency power we must consider 
three primary criteria: 

1. The voltage of the source must match the equipment. Most 
mobile gear with a nominal input of 12 vdc will operate over a range 
of 11 to 15 volts. H/T’s may require 6, 9, 11 or 12 volt sources. 

2. The current available must be adequate. Some low power 
crystal controlled transceivers draw less than one ampere on 
transmit. Other rigs, especially those with high power and led 
displays, may draw up to eight amps. These will obviously require 
power sources with higher current output capacity. 

3. Batteries have a limited total energy capacity which is 
measured an ampere-hours. The lower the current drain, the 
longer the battery will last before needing to be recharged or 
replaced. For extended operations, such as a hurricane, either 
spare batteries or a recharging source may be required. 

One obviously useful power source is an automobile battery. This 
may be from a boat, camper, shack or someone’s car. Automobile 
batteries are designed for high current, short duration discharges. 
If buying a new battery specifically for radio use, get the ‘‘deep 
discharge”’ type sold for campers, electric trolling motors and 
other applications using a low discharge rate over extended 
periods. To connect to the battery, make a cord with a source 
connector described last month wired to a pair of battery charger 
clips. Another cord with the source connector wired to a cigarette 
lighter plug is also useful. Remember that your car can only be 
used to recharge your battery as long as it has enough gas to run 
the engine. Don’t let the tank get too low. 

Other useful and portable sources include motorcycle batteries, 
the ‘‘Gel-Cell’’ batteries used in ride-on toys, and the battery packs 
used in portable TV sets. 

In addition, more exotic types of power sources are available 
such as bicycle generators, wind generators, solar cells, etc. If any 
of you have experience with these that you could pass on to the rest 
of us, we can publish your article in this bulletin.

It should be pointed out that these organizations are developed tc 
support and supplement existing governmental and welfare 
organizations on a non-competitive basis. 

The interstate link is being formulated and established at this 
time and we hope be begin practice sessions soon. 

Currently, the AMEN net operates at 6:45 EST (1145Z) on 3990 
Khz.

WHAT DOESIT TAKE TO JOIN ARMY MARS? 
By Dick, AAR4PP 

Every active Ham in this country serves this country. He may 
never think of it until he is needed, but he can’t help but maintain 
the skill which earned him his license and the equipment it 
authorizes him to operate. Which means that in times of national 
danger, he stands ready to back up the communication lines which 
constitute the nation’s nervous system. 

Army MARS members are simply Hams who recognize this 
responsibility, are committed to it, and have therefore earned 
access to U.S. military frequencies on which they train for 
emergencies, primarily by passing message ‘traffic’ for military 
personnel. Ry 

Who may join? For all practical purposes, any holder of a valid, 
FCC-recognized Ham license is eligible if he or she has the 
equipment to operate on Army MARS frequencies. This last 
requirement is seldom a problem, since,the Army was the first 
service to initiate MARS operations and was therefore able to pre- 
empt most of the military frequencies that lie close to the HAM 
bands. 

Will your rig reach 4.012 Megahertz? How about 4.025 and 4.035? 
If so, your equipment can be used on almost every Army MARS 
State net. Can you move just a tad south of the 40-meter band, to 
6.9975? That’s where national traffic is passed. Like phone patching 
on 20 and 15? Try 20.975 or 14.402. 3 

This covers the most-used frequencies; actually, the 75-meter 
frequencies are all you really need to get started. And that means a 


simple Inverted-V dipole or long wire is enough to be a highly ac- 
tive Army MARS member. There’s more to it than that, of course, 
which we'll tackle next month. Meanwhile, why not tune in some of 
those frequencies we’ve mentioned and see whether MARS:style — 
Ham radio is your kind of radio?
